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The celebrated tenor Duprez, who had purchased from M. Aguado 
formerly banker to the Court of Spain, an hotel in the Rue Turgot’ 
valued at from 200,000f. to 300,000f. for a certain sum of money and a 
life annuity of 20,000f., has, by the death of the annuitant, become 
possessed of the property, after the payment of only one or two years’ 
annuity. 

Continental Music.—Extract from ‘“ Notes” of an eminent professor, 
descriptive of his tour through France, Italy, and Germany: ‘ 

“ Banks of the Necker, August 5.—I reached Paris in time to hear 
Balfe’s new opera, Les Quatre,FilsAymon. It is an elegant, light, and 
pleasing production, admirably sung and acted by Chollet, F. Leon, and 
Malle. Darcien. Madame Pctier also sang very nicely, but I was dis- 
appointed in Mocken and the other actors, who treated Balfe’s music 
without mercy. The orchestra, principally the violins, under Girard’s 
able direction, was admirable—such pianos—such delicacy in the accom- 
paniments. Balfe has availed himself of the resources of this excellent 
band with great tact. There was nothing else going on in Paris worthy 
of notice. The first novelty at the Academie Royale will be Adolphe 
Adam’s new opera, in two acts, Richard de Palestine; a French adap- 
tation of Rossini’s O¢ello, for Duprez, will follow; and then there is to 
be a new opera by Donizetti. Spohr only remained in Paris a fortnight. 
The Conservatoire band, under Habeneck, honoured his presence by 
an extra performance, when Spohr’s “ Power of Music” symphony, and 
Beethoven’s glorious C. minor were performed to perfection. Bunn was 
in Paris actively canvassing for Drury-lane, and I have no doubt he has 
secured great attraction in the ba/let department. I left Paris on the 
19th of July by the Malle Poste, for Geneva, at the rate of eleven or 
twelve miles per hour—no better travelling in the world. 

“On the 23rd I was at Turin, and at Genoa on the 24th. From 
there I went to Milan. The young composers who now enjoy the 
greatest reputation are Verdi and Battista. Verdi has accepted engage- 
ments for three years at the principal theatres in Italy. Heis now at 
Milan, where a new opera of his composition will be produced at the 
Carnival, to be followed by ¢wo operas for the San Carlo at Naples, 
Battista is a young Neapolitan, whose début in his own country has been 
very successtul. He is also engaged for the Svala. Miss Birch and Miss 
Bassano, formerly pupils of theLondon Royal Academy of Music, are both 
staying in Milan and are practising very hard to come out on the stage. 
They have been quite assaulted with offers of engagements for St. Peters- 
burgh, Moscow, Turin, Genoa, or Milan. It is probable that Miss Bassano 
will commence her operatic career at Varese, a little town on the Lake 
of Como, where all the nobility and fashion of Lombardy are now assem- 
bled. I should not be at all astonished to learn that Miss Birch has 
been engaged for the Carnival at the Scala. Rossini has been compos- 
ing some sacred choruses, of which report speaks very highly, I quitted 
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Milan on the 29th, and after a very pleasant journey through Como, 
the Pass of Spillgau, and the Lake of Constance, have reached Germany. 
Molique, the violinist and composer, is writing an oratorio, which he in- 
tends to take to England with him in the spring. A new mass of his 
writing has been performed with great success at the Sacred Concerts in 
Vienna. Mendelssohn is with his family at Soden, near Frankfort.”
